ARBITRATION DECLINED. 


(Tnltad State!* W ould Not Accept Austria's 
Plau For Sett 11 ug Hu/.tetou 
(Pa.) Riot Claim s. 


V ie n n a , July ll.—The United States 
government declined the proposal of 
the government of Austra-Hungary to 
arbitrate the claims L r damages arising 
from the death of Austrian-Hungarian 
subjects during the riots at Hazleton, 
Pa., in September, 1897. 
W a sh in g to n, July ll.—At the outset 
the state department called the Hazle­ 
ton matter to the attention of the gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania, who in turn 
awaited the action of the jury at Hazle­ 
ton, which tried the sheriff on the 
charge of murder. The jury acquitted 
the sheriff, whereupon the Pennsyl­ 
vania authorities held that they could 
not recognize a responsibility which a 
jury had held did not exist. 
The state department held a similar 
view, whereupon Austra-Hungary pro­ 
posed arbitration of the claims. 
It was 
this last proposal which was rejected, 
which seemed to close the matter, as 
the claims were hardly considered of 
sufficient importance to justify Austra- 
Hungary to go beyond the diplomatic 
representations she has already made.

The trustees of the Cnt» Hn orphan 
fund g ave a reception the other a fter­ 
noon 
in honor of Brig adier General 
Leonard Wood 
at the rooms of the 
chamber of commerce, in New York. 
General Wood delivered an address, in 
which he expressed hearty approval of 
the work which the trustees and sup­ 
porters of the fund have planned to do 
in educa ting and caring for the orphans 
of Cuba, say s the New York Sun. 
The 
invited g uests, who numbered 2(10 or 
more, met General Wood in the com­ 
m ittee room. 
He was then escorted to 
the main room by (teneral Francis V 
Greene, the chairman cf the trustees, 
(ienera l VVood was introduced by (4en- 
eral itreene as one who “ from Maine 
to Arizona, from Alaskii to Santiag o. 
wlH'iever courag e and uprig htness are 
admired, is loved 
by a ll.” 
(ienerai 
Wood said: 
“ i could say the same thing of Gen­ 
eral Greene, only I could add Manila 
in m entioning his sphere of a ctivity in 
the late war. I have been asked to say 
som ething of the condition of the chil­ 
dren in Cuba 
I don’t know whether 
y ou all know it. but it is a fact thal 
many of the Cubans are absolutely 
destitute and can just manag e to live 
Especially is this true of the y oung 
children, who are dy ing day a fter day 
of neg lect. 
They are living and g row­ 
ing up neg lected in abandoned faonses 
and in the brush. Inasmuch as our in­ 
fluence on the island 
now 
will de­ 
termine in a larg e deg ree the future of 
the island, we oug ht to do all we can 
to eleva te its condition in every possi­ 
ble way . 
“ I know of no better plan to relieve 
the poor children 
and 
orphans than 
that of establishing orphanag es. 
All 
instruction in the lower branches oi 
industry , according to our standard at 
least is practically unknown. You will 
find eari>enters there who use a saw 
backhanded 
and who 
build a house 
with a chisnl. 
W ith proper instruction 
for the children we can make of the 
y oung er g eneration useful members of 
society . 
The Cubans are anxious tc 
learn, and wherever I have been in 
Cuba they have asked me for more 
schools and more instruction 
There i.« 
no better way to teach them than by 
tea ching the children. There are many 
orphans on the island as a result of the 
war. and they are drifting around from 
town to town all the time. 
“ We are g oing to be held re.sponsible 
for the island, whether Cuba is made 
independent or becomes a part of our­ 
selves, and we oug ht to do all we can 
to improve its condition. The point to­ 
day is the establishm ent of oriihanag es. 
General Greene’s idea is to join with 
them schools where the lower mechan­ 
ical arte are taug ht. 
The lives of these 
children will he as the influence we 
exert is for g ood or for evil. 
The chil­ 
dren of the wealthy and the' middle 
classes will be looked after pretty well 
any way , but the.se orphans w on’t g et 
along a t all unless they are cared for by 
somebody . 
There oug ht to be practical 
people from the United States at the 
head of the orphanag es, at least for the 
first y ear or .so. 
You w ill find down 
there plenty of g ood Cnbap women who 
will assist y ou very well, but they are 
not capable at present of being at the 
head of affair.s. 
“ The 
liy g ienic 
condition 
of the 
houses in Cuba is very poor, as a rule 
The homes of the poorer classeK are 
made of crude material and are very 
badly built. 
The present tariff, how­ 
ever, adinif.s lumber free, and there is 
nut the slig iite.‘«t doubt that y ou will 
g» *t a dunatiun of all the land y on want 
in the vi(‘iiiity of any larg e city where 
y ou want to establish aii orphanag e 
The people tliere today are lo(iking for 
the institutions of our couutry , and the 
simple hoisting of our flag to rejilace 
Spanish rule is not enoug h. A man « aid 
to me only a short 
time ag o down 
there, 
*Vou would be more aoctpfahie 
if y on broug ht y our institutions with 
y ou.’ That was true. We ca n’t hope to 
establish any sy stem of liberal g overn­ 
ment there under the present leg al 
sy stem and educational sy stem. 
The 
work that y on have planned to do will 
accomplish what has seemed to ns the 
most nearly hopeless task. 
We have 
done what we could, but we lacked the 
necessary money . 
“ There is no reason why the schools 
which y on have planned shouldn’t do 
a g reat g ood. Every effort y ou make in 
behalf of these fatherless and mother­ 
less children will be appreciated to the 
g reatest extent. 
Personally I know of 
nothing 
that will please* the people 
more than this work.

The trustees of the Cuban orphan 
fund gave a reception the other after­ 
noon 
in honor of Brigadier General 
Leonard Wood at the rooms of the 
chamber of commerce, in New York. 
General Wood delivered an address, in 
which he expressed hearty approval of 
the work which the trustees and sup­ 
porters of the fund have planned to do 
in educating and caring for the orphans 
of Cuba, says the New York Sun. 
The 
invited guests, who numbered 200 or 
more, met General Wood in the com­ 
m ittee room. 
He was then escorted to 
the main room by General Francis V 
Greene, the chairman cf the trustees. 
General Wood was introduced by Gen 
eral Greene as one who “ from Maine 
to Arizona, from Alaska to Santiago, 
wherever courage and uprightness are 
admired, is loved by a ll.” 
General 
Wood said: 
“ I could .say the same thing of Gen­ 
eral Greene, only I could add Manila 
in m entioning his sphere of activity in 
the late war. I have been asked to say 
som ething of the condition of the chil­ 
dren in Cuba. 
I don’t know whether 
you all know it, but it is a fact that 
many 
of the Cubans are absolutely 
destitute and can just manage to live 
Especially is this true of the young 
children, who are dying day after day 
of neglect. They are living and grow­ 
ing up neglected in abandoned house* 
and in the brush. Inasmuch as onr in­ 
fluence on the island now will de­ 
termine in a large degree the future of 
the island, we ought to do all we can 
to elevate its condition in every possi­ 
ble way. 
“ I know of no better plan to relieve 
the poor children and orphans than 
that of establishing orphanages. 
All 
instruction in the lower branches of 
industry, according to our standard at 
least is practically unknown. You will 
find carpenters there who use a saw 
backhanded 
and who build a house 
with a chisel. 
W ith proper instruction 
for the children we can make of the 
younger generation useful members of 
society. 
The Cubans are anxious tc 
learn, and wherever I have been in 
Cuba they have asked me for more 
schools and more instruction 
There is 
no better way to teach them than by 
teaching the children. There are many 
orphans on the island as a result of the 
war, and they are drifting around from 
town to town all the time. 
“ We are going to be held responsible 
for the island, whether Cuba is made 
independent or becomes a part of our­ 
selves. and we ought to do all we can 
to improve its condition. The point to­ 
day is the establishm ent of orphanages. 
General Greene’s idea is to join with 
them schools where the lower mechan­ 
ical arte are taught. 
The lives of these 
children will be as the influence we 
exert is for good or for evil. 
The chil­ 
dren of the wealthy and the* middle 
classes will be looked after pretty well 
anyway, but these orphans won t get 
along at all unless they are cared for by 
somebody. 
There ought to be practical 
people from the United States at the 
head of the orphanages, at least for the 
first year or so. 
You w ill find down 
there plenty of good Cubap women who 
w ill assist you very well, but they are 
not capable at present of being at the 
head of affairs. 
“ The 
hygienic 
condition 
of the 
houses in Cuba is very poor, as a rule 
The homes of the poorer classes are 
made of crude material and are very 
badly built. 
The present tariff, how­ 
ever, admits lumber free, and there is 
not tile slightest doubt that you will 
get a donation of all the land you want 
in the vicinity of any large city where 
you want to establish an orphanage 
The people there today are looking for 
the institutions of our country, and the 
simple hoisting of our flag to replace 
Spanish rule is not enough. A man said 
to me only a short 
tim e ago down 
there, 
‘You would be more acceptable 
if you brought your institutions with 
you .’ That was true. We can’t hope to 
establish any system of liberal govern­ 
ment there under the present legal 
system and educational system. 
The 
work that yon have planned to do will 
accomplish what has seemed to us the 
most nearly hopeless task. 
We have 
done what we could, but we lacked the 
necessary money. 
“ There is no reason why the schools 
which you have planned shouldn't do 
a great good. Every effort you make in 
behalf of these fatherless and mother­ 
less children will be appreciated to the 
greatest extent. 
Personally I know of 
nothing 
that w ill please the people 
more than this work. 
It w ill be a verv 
creditable thing, I think, for our own 
people and onr own flag.

T h e islands are distant about five 
days by steamer from 
Manila. 
The 
principal island of the group is called 
Yap 
It is larger than Hongkong island 
and is surrounded by minor islands, 
among which figure Terang, Obi, Pekel 
and Dunij. 
These four islands, situat­ 
ed in Yap harbor, are the alleged prop­ 
erty of the copra king 
His residence is 
on the first named (commonly known 
among the other traders as the “ Hell of 
the Carolines ”).

The trustees of the Cuban orphan 
fund gave a reception the other after­ 
noon 
in honor of Brigadier General 
Leonard Wood 
at the rooms of the 
chamber of commerce, in New York. 
G eneral Wood delivered an address, in 
which he expressed hearty approval of 
the work which the trustees and sup­ 
porters of the fund have planned to do 
in educating and caring for the orphans 
of Cuba, says the New York Sun. 
The 
invited guests, who numbered 200 or 
more, met General Wood in the com 
rnittee room. 
Ile was then escorted to 
the main room by General Francis V 
Greene, the chairm an cf the trustees 
General Wood was introduced by Gen 
eral Greene as one who “ from Maine 
to Arizona, from Alaska to Santiago, 
wherever m u rag e and uprightness are 
admired, 
is hived 
by a ll.” 
General 
Wood said . 
“ i could say the same thing of G en­ 
eral Greene, only I could add Manila 
in m entioning his sphere of activity in 
the late war. I have been asked to say 
something of the condition of the chil­ 
dren in Cuba 
I do n 't know whether 
you all know it, but it is a fact that 
many of the Cubans are absolutely 
destitute and can just manage to live 
Especially is this true of the young 
children, who are dying day after day 
of neglect. 
They are living and grow­ 
ing up neglected in abandoned houses 
and in the brush. Inasmuch as our in­ 
fluence on the island now will de­ 
term ine in a large degree the future of 
the island, we ought to do all we can 
to elevate its condition in every possi­ 
ble way. 
“ I know of no better plan to relieve 
the poor children and orphans than 
th at of establishing orphanages. 
All 
instruction in the lower branches of 
industry, according to our standard at 
least is practically unknown. Yon will 
find carpenters there who use a saw 
backhanded 
and who build a house 
with a chisel. 
W ith proper instruction 
for the children we eau m ake of the 
younger generation useful members of 
society. 
The Cubans are anxious to 
learn, and wherever I have been in 
Cuba they have asked me for more 
schools and more instruction 
There is 
no better way to teach them than by 
teaching the children. There are many 
orphans on the island as a result of the 
war. and they are drifting around from 
town to town all the time. 
“ We are going to be held responsible 
for the island, w hether Cuba is made 
independent or becomes a part of our­ 
selves, and we ought to do all we can 
to improve its condition. The point to­ 
day is the establishm ent of orphanages. 
General G reene’s idea is to join with 
them schools where the lower m echan­ 
ical arte are taught. 
The lives of these 
children will be as the influence we 
exert is for good or for evil. 
The chil­ 
dren of the wealthy and the" middle 
classes will be looked after pretty well 
anyway, but these orphans won t get 
along at all unless they are cared for by 
somebody. 
There ought to be practical

W fir D e p a r t m e n t t o T e s t I n v e n t i o n « 
D e s l K » e d t o l . o e n t e t h e F l a s h , 
An inv estigation is being cond u cted 
by officers of the war d epartment at 
W ashington with a v iew to the ad op­ 
tion of some inv ention by which it is 
hoped to locate the flash of smokeless 
powd er in warfare. 
The d epartment 
lias been informed that Professor Regi­ 
nald A. Fessend en of the Western Uni­ 
v ersity of Pennsy lv ania has inv ented a 
telescope which lessens the effect of 
smokeless powd er by making it possible 
to locate the Hash when the gu n is d is­ 
charged . This is not the only inv ention 
now before the d epartment. 
Sev eral 
d ay s ago Mr. Alex and er Gniterman 
wrote to the war d epartment su ggest­ 
ing the ad option of a specially con­ 
stru cted pair of spectacles, mad e of 
blu e glass, by the u se of which he 
thinks the wearer will he able to locate 
the flu sh of smokeless powd er. 
It is a 
scientific fact that the Hash from light 
ed potash 
is mu ch more perceptible 
when observ ed throu gh blu e glasses, 
au d Mr. G u iterm an’s letter was re­ 
ferred by Actiu g Secretary Meiklejohn 
to Colcnel Smart of the med ical d epart­ 
ment for inv estigation, say s the New 
York Su n. 
Colonel Smart procu red from the 
bu reau of 
ord nance a qu antity of 
smokeless powd er taken from Mau ser 
cartrid ges and cond u cted the other d ay 
sev eral ex periments at the Army Med - 
ical mu seu m to d etermine the v alu e of 
the blu e glass id ea. 
The inv estigation 
led to sev eral 
important d iscov eries, 
which it is believ ed will be of v alu e in 
the perfecting of an inv ention to be 
nsed in locating the powd er Hash. The 
principle of the d iscov ery is that 
<t is 
necessary to d arken the reHection from 
the field itself to d etect the faint light 
flash. 
The ex periments with bine and 
colored glass prov ed v ery satisfactory in 
prod u cing a d ark field , bu t Colonel 
Smart was u nable to procu re the prop­ 
er material for a complete test.

believ es, howev er, that, with the prop­ 
er kind s of glass u sed in connection 
with good field glasses, a d ark light 
will enter the field glasses and enable 
the observ er to d etect the flash of white 
light in the foregrou nd .

S M O K E L E S S POWDER IN WAR 


W a r D e p a r tm e n t to T e * t I n v e n tio n * 
D ealKn ed to (.orate th e F la a b . 
An investigation is being conducted 
by officers of the w ar departm ent at 
W ashington w ith a view to the adop­ 
tion of some invention by which it is 
hoped to locate the flash of smokeless 
powder in warfare.

telescope which lessens the effect of 
smokeless powder by m aking it possible 
to locate the flash when the gun is dis­ 
charged.

when observed through blue glasses, 
and Mr. G u ite rm a n ’s letter was re ­ 
ferred by A cting Secretary Meiklejobn 
to Colcnel Sm art of the medical d ep a rt­ 
m ent for investigation, says the New 
York Sun. 
Colonel S m art procured fro m the 
bureau 
of 
ordnance a q u an tity of 
smokeless powder taken from Mauser 
cartridges and conducted the other day 
several experim ents at the A rm y Med­ 
ical m useum to determ ine the value of 
the blue glass idea. 
The investigation 
led to several 
im portant discoveries, 
which it is believed will be of value in 
the perfecting of an invention to be 
used in locating the powder flash. The 
principle of the discovery is th a t it is 
necessary to darken the reflection from 
the field itself to detect the faint light 
flash. 
The experim ents w ith blue and 
colored glass proved very satisfactory in 
producing a dark 
field, but Colonel 
Sm art was unable to procure the prop­ 
er m aterial for a complete test. 
He 
believes, however, that, w ith the prop­ 
er kinds of glass used in connection 
w ith good field glasses, a dark light 
will enter the field glasses and enable 
the observer to detect the flash of w hite 
light in the foreground.

“Now, I understand that that road 
from Hilo up to the burning lake of 
Kilauea lias been improved since the 
tim e I’m speaking of, but it surely w as 
a bad trail then. 
It w as only wide 
enough for one wagon, and it w as 
about a 45 degree affair in the clim b 
all the w ay up. The palm s that lined 
the road used to get blown across the 
trail by the score in big windstorms, 
and the coach drivers counted it a part 
of their business to jum p from their 
seats every tim e they cam e to these 
obstructions and shoulder them out 
of the way. 
I ids work had all been 
attended to carefully, however, In ad­ 
vance of the race by order of K ala­ 
kaua, and it toked like a pipe for the 
cayuses, all of which had m ade the 
run up many a time. 
“K alakaua didn’t ask for any handi­ 
cap allow ance for his man. 
The run­ 
ner toed the scratch with the horses, 
and they got off together at the crack 
of the gun. 
The horses distanced the 
runner from the jump, aud he let them 
distance him. 
He w as dressed in a 
G string, aud he just took up a steady 
lope aud let the cayuses get out of bls 
sight. 
For ten miles the cayuses were 
so far above him on the trail that he 
couldn’t even see them, but this K ana­ 
ka knew how’ to wait. 
The horses be­ 
gan to com e back to the runner long 
before the H a lf W ay H ouse w as reach­ 
ed, and the Kanaka w as just galloping 
along at the beginning of the third 
hour with the sam e big stride he had 
started in w ith, his arm s up and shoot­ 
ing out in front of him like soldiers on 
the double time drill. 
There w a sn ’t a 
pant In him when he fetched up at the 
H a lf W ay House. 
H e stooped down 
there to a spring beside the road aud 
took a couple m outhfuls of water. The 
cayuses were up ahead a bit, blowing 
their heads off, for they had been go­ 
ing at a clip that they had never been 
pushed to before. 
“The Kanaka headed the bunch a 
mile beyond the H alf W ay House, and 
it w as a big romp for him the rest of 
the distance. 
He took a position for 
the remaining 17 miles of the journey 
I 
about a city block ahead of the w rith­ 
ing and panting horses, and he just j 
stuck to his lope like a man wound up. 
He never let ’em get nearer than a ; 
block to him for the rem aining three 
hours of the trip, looking back at them 
with a grin once in awhile. W hen only 
three m iles yet remained before the 
Volcano H ouse was to be reached, the 
K anaka took another drink out of a 
spring aud began to draw aw ay. 
The 
K anaka riders whipped and spurred 
their horses, but it w as no good.

K anaka 
runner 
disappeared out 
of 
their sight on the tortuous trail, and 
when six of the cayuses pulled up at 
the hotel veranda about three-quarters 
of an hour later the runner w as sitting 
on 
the 
steps, 
fanning 
him self 
aud 
drinking saki. 
Two of the horses had 
dropped dead in their final effort. 
“The K anaka made the 35 mile trip 
over sticks aud stones on a miry road 


in <» hours aud Jo minutes, and lie IGok 
cd lit to run for his life when he got 
through. 
When I w as reading about 
the young fellows w ho did the long 
distance running in 
tnose Olympian 
gam es in Greece som e years ago, it 
struck me that any one o f D ave Kula 
kaua’s runners could have made the 
whole bunch look like alum inium do!

S M O K E L E S S POWDER IN WAR 


W a r Do (in rtni»*n I t o T e s t I n v e n t i o n s 
D«‘NlK»*‘d t a l.o t’H te t h e F l a s h . 
An investigation is being conducted 
by officers of the war department at 
W ashington with a view to the adop­ 
tion of some invention by which it is 
hoped to locate the flash of smokeless 
powder in warfare. 
The department 
lias been informed that Professor R egi­ 
nald A. Fessenden of the Western U n i­ 
versity of Pennsylvania has invented a 
telescope which lessens the effect of 
smokeless powder by m aking it possible 
to locate the flash when the gun is dis­ 
charged. This is not the only invention 
now before the department. 
Beveral 
days ago 
Mr. 
Alexander 
Gniterm an 
wrote to the war department suggest­ 
ing the adoption of a specially con­ 
structed pair of spectacles, 
made of 
blue glass, 
by the use of which he 
thinks the wearer w ill be able to locate 
the flash of smokeless powder. 
It is a 
scientific fact that the flash from light 
ed potash 
is much more perceptible 
when observed through blue glasses, 
and Mr. 
G u iterm an ’s letter was re­ 
ferred by A cting Secretary Meiklejohn 
to Colonel Smart of the medical depart­ 
m ent for investigation, says the N ew 
York Sun. 
Colonel 
Smart procured 
from the 
bureau 
of 
ordnance 
a 
quantity 
of 
smokeless powder taken from Mauser 
cartridges and conducted the other day 
several experim ents at the Army Med 
icai m useum to determine the value of 
the blue glass idea. 
The investigation 
led to several 
im portant discoveries, 
w hich it is believed will be of value in 
the perfecting of an invention to be 
used in locating the powder flash. 
The 
principle of the discovery is that it is 
necessary to darken the reflection from 
the field itself to detect the faint light 
flash. 
Tile experim ents w ith blue and 
colored glass proved very satisfactory in 
producing a dark 
field, 
but Colonel 
Smart was unable to procure the prop­ 
er material for a complete test. 
Ile 
believes, however, that, with the prop­ 
er kinds of glass used in connection 
w ith good field glasses, a dark light 
w ill enter the field glasses and enable 
the observer to detect the flash of white 
light in the foreground.

to continue the experim ents until an

OUR BIG EXPORT TRADE 
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The remarkable growth in tin* expor* 
tation of mannfactureH bas led to the 
preparation by the treasury bureau of 
statistics of a series of tables showing 
th e value of each class of m anufactures 
exported in each year during the decade 
and the am ount of each clasp sent to 
each country. By this process it is prac­ 
ticable to determ ine the trend of our 
foreign trade in m anufactures, both as 
to the class of m anufactures most de­ 
manded abroad and the countries which 
are proving our best customers. 
T hat this subject is one which ju s ti­ 
fies a careful study is apparent in view 
of the fact that the exportation of m an ­ 
ufactures has more than doubled in the 
last six years, more than trebled since 
I MHO. more than quadrupled since I MTO, 
is more than eight times as large as it 
was in I HOO, and in 1H98 and 1899, for 
the first tim e in our history, exceeded 
the im portation of m anufactures. 
The 
exportation of m anufactures in the fis­ 
cal year ahunt to end will average more 
th an |1,0U0,000 a day for each business 
day of the year. 
A study of the figures which cover 
the details of the ten years’ exportation 
of m anufactures shows th a t the total 
value of our m anufactures exported has 
increased 110 per cent in the decade. 
w hile an exam ination of the exporta­ 
tion of m anufactures by other countries 
fails to show any considerable percent­ 
age of increase in any of them during 
th e sam e period. 
G reat B rita in ’s ex ­ 
ports of m anufactures show no increase 
since 1890, the earliest year at which a 
separate statem ent of m anufactures ex­ 
ported is attainable, while her total ex­ 
ports of domestic products (of which 
m anufactures form about 86 per cent) 
show no increase in value in the dec­ 
ade of 1888-97. 
From France the ex­ 
ports of m anufactures show an increase 
of but IO per cent fn the decade 1887- 
96; G erm any, 18 per cent; S w itzer­ 
land, 6 per cent; Netherlands, 8 pvr 
cent, and A ustria-H ungary and Russia 
a loss, while, as above indicated, the 
exports of A m erican m anufactures in 
the decade 1889-96 shows an increase of 
110 per cent, and in the year 1899 will 
be about three tim es th a t of 1879. 
An exam ination of the details of our 
own exports of 
m anufactures shows 
th a t it is in the production, m an u fac­ 
tu re and exportation of metals that we 
seem to excel. In 1889 m anufactures of 
m etals formed less than 20 per cent of 
•our total exports of m anufactures, while 
.in 1898 they formed over 44 per cent. 
The increase in exportation of metals 
and m anufactures thereof in the decade 
1889-98 was 889 per cent, while the in ­ 
crease in the exportation of all m an u ­ 
factures in th a t tim e was but HO per 
cent, and the increase in exportation of 
m anufactures other than those of metals 
d u rin g that tim e was but 55 per cent. 
In this estim ate of the exportation of 
m anufactures of metals only those a r ti ­ 
cles composed exclusively of m etals are 
included, those made up in part of 
metals, such as railw ay cars, ag ric u l­ 
tu ral machinery, etc., being included 
among the other m anufactures. 
The rapid increase in the exportation 
of m anufactures of metals is shown by 
the fact that the exports of brass and 
m anufactures thereof in 1889 were but 
$821,187 and in 1898 $1,320,098. 
I n ­ 
strum ents for scientific purposes in ­ 
creased from $1,033,388 to $2,770,803, 
and in the year about to end will reach 
nearly 
$4,000,000; 
cycles, of which 
there were no exportations in 1889, 
am ounted to $6,846,529 in the exporta­ 
tions of 1898; clocks and watches in ­ 
creased from $1,35-5,319 in 1889 to $1,- 
727.489 in 1898; zinc and m anufactures 
thereof from $28,684 
to $1,389,608; 
copper and its m anufactures from $2,- 
348,954 to $32,180,872, and*iron and 
steel from $21,156,077 in 1889 to $70,- 
406.885 in 1898, while in the fiscal year 
1899 the total will exceed $90,000,000. 
Another interesting fact developed by 
an exam ination of the figures is that 
the European countries iii whic h m a n u ­ 
factures have long been established fu r­ 
nish as satisfactory a market tor our 
m anufactured goods as do the countries 
where m anufacturing has not yet been 
largely developed.

The report of Major General Thomas 
M 
Anderson, commanding the First 
division of the Eighth army corps in 
tti«' first battle with the insurgents in 
tnt* Philippines, was made public by 
the war department at W ashington the 
ether day 
It is dated Feb. 18 and re­ 
lates mainly to the operations of Feb. 
5 The report is in part as follows: 
A line of delimitation had 
been 
agreed on between the department com­ 
mander and the insurgent 
Filipino 
authorities. 
Finding that we did not 
hold our line of delimitation, the Fili­ 
pino military forces advanced beyond 
thus line and began to throw up a for­ 
midable line of intrenchment8. 
They 
abu constructed other intrenchments. 
As the insurgents saw their formidable 
works approaching completion 
they 
became more insolent day by day, and 
finally did everything they could in 
insolence and insults to provoke us to 
begin*the conflict. 
As they were per­ 
mitted to go and come through our 
lines at will they 
knew just what 
troops we had. where they were located 
and that we were making no visible 
prej arations for defense. 
It seems 
proper to make these statements in or­ 
der to justify the assertion that no 
troops ever behaved better under in­ 
tense provocation, showing excellent 
discipline and self control. 
The First brigade of this division 
was under Brigadier General Charles 
King. 
The Second brigade was under 
Brigadier General Samuel Ovenshine. 
The only preparations which could be 
made for battle, in view of orders to 
stand on the defensive, were the assign­ 
ment of the different organizations to 
places on the firing line and the selec­ 
tion of positions for the artillery. Noth­ 
ing more apparently could be done, as 
onr government had to preserve a w ait­ 
ing policy until the treaty of peace 
with Spain was signed. 
Nevertheless, 
as an attack from the front might be 
followed by an uprising in the city, 


this procrastination placed the army 
nuder a great disadvantage. 
At 3:40 a. iii. on the morning of the 
Mb the insurgents opened fire on block­ 
house No. ll with Mauser rifles. I had 
just ridden up to my headquarters in 
the city, from which I had telegraphic 
communications with every part of my 
command. 
I first telegraphed corps 
headquarters for permission to take the 
offensive when it became light enough 
to do so. 
At 7 o’clock I directed Gen­ 
eral ovenshine to open artillery tire on 
blockhouse No. 14 and the woods near 
by and to be prepared to drive the 
enemy from the Malate front, and if 
they yielded easily to tu rn to the left 
with part of his command and sweep 
he enemy from his entire front; if 
«ru cess fill, to be ready to re-enforce 
fUug s right and turn the left of the 
insurgent force operating from Santa 
na. 
Ibis project was not carried out 
until later in the day, as permission 
was not given to assume the offensive 
until 8 o clock.

The department of agriculture at 
Washington has taken steps toward ac­ 
quiring the right to use a very novel 
invention, newly patented by E. Francis 
-enkins of Washington. It is a kind of 
mutcscope camera, but is designed es­ 
pecially for a certain kind of picture 
making that has never been attempted 
hitherto. 
For example, the contrivance is set 
up in front of a stalk of corn just 
sprouting and takes a photograph of it 
every hour for six months, the expos­ 
ures being made at such intervals by a 
peculiar autom atic attachment. Subse­ 
quently the film ribbon on which these 
pictures are recorded is put into a 
magic lantern machine of the ordinary 
sort and rim off at the rate of 30 a 
second, thus giving to the spectators in 
five minutes a view on the screen of a 
corn plant growing out cf the earth, 
putting forth leaves, developing tassel 
and silk, exhibiting the ripened ears 
and finally decaying. 
It is believed by the government ex­ 
perts, says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
that tins idea may be so employed as 
to have great educational value, aud 
hence the desire of the department of 
agriculture to secure the privilege of 
using it. There are almost infinite pos­ 
sibilities obviously for the utilization

E n z y m e , Dr. Oncar L o e w C l a i m s , W i l l

Dr. Oscar Loew, one of the expert 
vegetable pathologists of the agricul­ 
tural department at Washington, has 
developed to what he believes is a point 
of practical use, a new treatm ent for 
germ diseases, which promises to super­ 
sede the serum treatment now in use 
in diphtheria, fevers and many other 
diseases. 
The experiments have been 
conducted in the laboratories of Munich 
and the United States. 
The results 
have been such as to warrant introduc­ 
ing the treatm ent into actual hospital 
practice. 
The treatment is similar in some re­ 
spects to the serum treatment, but de­ 
pends on a different principle, the basic 
idea being the presence of a class of 
ferments known as enzymes, which are 
produced 
by the same bacteria that 
produce the disease. 
The bacteria in 
this case, it is stated, are simply killed 
out by the ferment they produce. This 
differs from the principle of inoculation 
for smallpox and other diseases, where 
the object is to give the patient a mild 
type of the disease to render him im ­ 
mune to the more virulent type. 
Dr. Loew and his colleague, Dr. Em ­ 
merich, 
have studied and cultivated 
the enzymes of various diseases, and, 
it is claimed, have 
found that the 
enzymes of certain bacteria will kill 
not only their parent germs, but also 
the germs of cholera, typhoid fever, 
anthrax, 
diphtheria, 
black 
plague, 
staphlococci and probably gonococci.

One of the most interesting of the 
photographs made up to date with this 
novel apparatus represents an apple 
tree, which is seen in a few twinklings 
to display its new foliage, put forth 
buds and blossoms aud ripen its fruit 
Equally notable is a picture of a sun 
flower, snapshots of which were taken 
every minute from sunrise to sunset of 
a day. 
When the ribbon is run off at 
the rate of 30 photos a second, one sees 
the flower turn on its stem steadily, al­ 
ways keeping its face toward the solar 
orb. 
It should he mentioned, by the 
way. that the views do not jum p about 
in the way that is so annoyingly famil­ 
iar, but are perfectly stationary, owing 
to the fact that each “ snap” registers 
perfectly with the ones preceding and 
following. 
At present 
comparatively little is 
kn< wn on this subject, simply because 
insects in general “ flap” their wings 
so rapidly that no observer gets any 
notion of the mechanical details of the 
performance. 
For example, it is alto­ 
gether out of the question to follow 
with the eye the movements of the 
wings of a bee or a dragon fly, which 
very likely attain 2,000 vibrations or 
more a minute. 
However, this new’ 
machine records the almost inconceiv­ 
ably rapid beats of these wings, and, 
reduced by the apparatus to one-twen­ 
tieth of the normal rate of flaps, they 
exhibit to the spectator the manner in 
which the flying apparatus is utilized. 
The problem is to get ae accurate a 
picture of the wing of a moving insect 
as has been obtained of the foot of a 
horse running at a I 40 gait. Now, the 
wing of a housefly is about a quarter 
of an inch long, and thus its path of 
travel in half an inch in length, or an 
inch 
in tile round trip. 
Given IOO 
vibration to 
the second, 
the wing 
traverses only loo inches in tliut time, 
aa already stated, and so the phenome­ 
non to be observed and registered is 
well within the recording power of the 
photographic apparatus described. 
Of 
oourse, however, there may be peculiari­ 
ties in insect flight especially difficult 
to record, just as the wing feathers of 
birds, 
according to Professor M uy­ 
bridge, have an independent motion of 
their own, turning edgewise in the air, 
and so reducing friction with the lat­ 
ter. This discovery has brought out the 
fact, 
hitherto unknown, 
that birds’ 
wings are provided with a special sys­ 
tem of tendons which give to the ani­ 
mal voluntary control over its primary 
feathers. 
It has been suggested that the new 
Ityle of mutoscope or kinetoscope here 
deeoribed might be employed to great 
advantage for certain educational pur- 
tpoaea. 
For example, a ribbon, whose 
pictnres would be transferable to a 
screen, could be made to show in a 


brief time tile transrormaiion oi a c a t­ 
erpillar into a moth or of a tadpole in­ 
to a frog. 
It is very easy to apply the 
microscope to this form of camera, and 
so it would be possible to study on a 
great scale the growth and propagation 
of bacteria, the flow of blood in the a r­ 
teries of a small animal or any number 
of other phenomena suitable for the 
purpose.

In the deep pine forests of Norway 
the woodcutters sometimes find a ser 
peuiiue object nearly

might be frightened by its peculiar 
appearance. These worms, called the 
sciara, gather during July aud August 
iu large numbers preparatory to mi­ 
grating iii search of food or for change 
of condition. 
When setting out on 
this journey, they stick 
themselves 
together ami form a huge serpentlike 
mass, often reaching a length of bt 
between 40 aud 
50 feet aud several 
inches in thickness. 
As the sciara is ouly on an average 
about three thirty-seconds of an inch 
in length ami barely wider than a tine 
needle, the number required to com 
pose a line of 
the size above men 
tinned is enormous.

will either writhe over or around it 
sometimes bren king into two bodies 
for t ii is pm pose.

became more insolent day by day, and 


flu ally did everything they could in 
im-uience and insults to provoke us to 
begin, the conflict.

troops we had. where they were located 
and that we were making no visible 
preparations for defense. 
It seems 
proper to make these statements in or­ 
der to justify the assertion that no 
troops ever behaved better under in­ 
tense provocation, showing excellent 
discipline and self control. 
The First brigade of this division 
was under Brigadier General Charles 
King.

The only preparations which could be 
made for battle, in view of orders to 
stand on the defensive, were the assign­ 
ment of the different organizations to 
places on the firing line and the selec­ 
tion of positions for the artillery. Noth­ 
ing more apparently could be done, as 
onr government had to preserve a w ait­ 
ing policy until the treaty of peace 
with Spain was signed.

They pick the fruit before it 
begins to turn yellow and put it in a 
curing house,where it is kept at an 
even temperature of about ob degrees 
for about 20 days, which “sweats out” 
all tile sugar.

Thus tile highest degree of acid and 
the largest degree of juice can be ob­ 
tained. One of the curious effects of 
til is “sweating” process is to reduce 
the thickness of the skin.

in honor of Brigadier General 
Leonard Wood 
at the rooms of the 
chamber of commerce, in New York. 
General Wood delivered an address, in 
which he expressed hearty approval of 
the work which the trustees and sup­ 
porters of the fund have planned to do 
in educating and caring for the orphans 
of Clitia, says the New York Sun. 
The 
invited guests, who numbered 2(10 or 
more, m et G eneral Wood in the com­ 
m ittee room. 
He was then escorted to 
the m ain room by General Francis V 
Greene, the chairm an cf the trustees. 
General Wood was introduced by Gen 
era! Greene as one who “ from Maine 
to Arizona, from Alaska to Santiago, 
wherever courage and uprightness are 
admired, 
is loved 
by all.” 
General 
Wood sai<l; 
“ I could say the same thing of G en­ 
eral Greene, only I could add Manila 
in m entioning his sphere of activ ity in 
the late war. I have been asked to say 
som ething of the condition of the chil­ 
dren in Cuba 
I d o n ’t know w hether 
you all know it, but it is a fact that 
many of the Cubans are absolutely 
destitute and can ju st m anage to live 
Especially is this tru e of the young 
children, who are dying day afte r day 
of neglect. 
They are living and grow ­ 
ing up neglected in abandoned house* 
and in the brush. Inasm uch as our in ­ 
fluence on the island 
now 
will de­ 
term ine in a large degree the fu tu re of 
the island, we ought to do all we can 
to elevate its condition in every possi­ 
ble way. 
“ I know of no better plan to relieve 
the poor children 
and orphans than 
th at of establishing orphanages. 
All 
instruction in the lower branches of 
industry, according to our standard at 
least is practically unknown. You will 
Aud carpenters there who use a saw 
backhanded 
and who 
build a house 
with a chisel. 
W ith proper instruction 
for the children we can m ake of the 
younger generation useful members of 
society. 
The C ubans are anxious to 
learn, and wherever I have been in 
Cuba they have asked me for more 
schools and more instruction 
There is 
no better way to teach them than by 
teaching the children. There are m any 
orphans on the island as a result of the 
war. ami they are d riftin g around from 
town to town all the time. 
“ We are going to be held responsible 
for the island, w hether Cuba is made 
independent or becomes a part of o u r­ 
selves, and we ought to do all we can 
to improve its condition. The point to­ 
day is the establishm ent of orphanages 
General G reene’s idea is to join with 
them schools where the lower m echan­ 
ical arts are taught. 
The lives of these 
children will be as the influence we 
exert is for good or for evil. 
The chil­ 
dren of the wealthy and the" middle 
classes will lie looked after pretty well 
anyw ay, but these orphans won t get 
along at all unless they are cared for by 
somebody. 
There ought to be practical 
people from the U nited States at the 
head of the orphanages, ut least for the 
first year or so. 
You will find down 
there plenty of good Cuban women who 
will assist yon very well, but they are 
not capable at present of tieing at the 
head of affairs. 
“ The 
hygienic 
condition 
of the 
houses in Cuba is very jHior, as a rnle 
The homes of the poorer classes are 
made of crude m aterial and are very 
badly built. 
The present tariff, how ­ 
ever, adm its lum ber free, and there is 
not tile slightest doubt that you will 
get a donation of all the land you w ant 
J iii the vicinity of any large city where 
J you want to establish an orphanage 
I The people there today are looking for 
the institutions of our country, and the 
I simple hoisting of our Hag to replace 
| Spanish rule G not enough. A man said 
I to me only a short 
tim e ago down 
there, ‘You would be more acct pts bl# 
if yon brought your institutions with 
you. 
That was true. W e can’t hope to 
establish any system of liberal govern­ 
m ent there under 
the present legal 
system Hiid educational system. 
The 
work that yon have planned to do will 
accomplish w hat has seemed to na the 
most nearly hopeless task. 
We have 
done what we con Id. but we lacked the 
necessary motley. 
“ There is no reason why the schools 
which you have planned shouldn't do 
a great good. Every effort you make in 
behalf of these fatherless aud m other­ 
less children will be appreciated to the 
greatest extent. 
Personally I know of 
nothing

more thau this work. 
It will be a very 
creditable tbiug, I think, for onr own 
people and our own flag.

NEW CANE PLANTER. 


T h e M a c h i n e W il l M a k e a ( h n n x e In 
I.on it*la n a ’* S n K a r I n d u s t r y . 
An invention that will effect a radi­ 
cal change in the methods in vogue of 
planting sugar can* has just been per­ 
fected and put into successful operation 
by Captain John A. Aniello of New 
Orleans, already well known for many 
ingenious discoveries in the field of me­ 
chanical science. 
The captain over­ 
heard a remark some time ago made by 
a wealthy sugar planter to a friend. 
‘‘If we planters can get a machine to 
plant cane, so as to economize labor of 
man and beast, we will pay a good 
price for it. aud there will be a fortune 
for the inventor ” 
This casual word set the captain’s 
brain a-thinking in the direction of a 
machine on the labor saving principle. 
To think and act are one and the same 
thing with Captain Aniello. 
he 
drew bis plans and specifications, and 
in a few mouths the machine was a 
matter of fact. He showed it to Colonel 
John T Moore, the prominent sugar 
planter, 
who immediately saw that 
there was something in the invention, 
and forwarded it to one of his planta­ 
tions in Terrebonne parish and gave it 
a thorough trial, says the New Orleans 
Picayune. 
The result of the experiment was en­ 
tirely satisfactory. Colonel Moore wrote 
to Captain Aniello in this vein: 


Hoar Captain Aniello—I certify that the ma­ 
chine is a succi-a*. 
Only if it was made larder it 
would help two men and the driver and four 
mules to do tile work width ordinarily would take 
nine men and nine mules one day's labor on nay 
plantation. 
This certificate was countersigned by 
Mr. Bertrand, the overseer of Colonel 
Moore’s Waubon plantation. Acting on 
the advice thus given. Captain Aniello 
sought out some contractors aud build­ 
ers and engaged their practical experi­ 
ence and interest iii the matter and to 
help him in building an improved m a­ 
chine. 
The invention consists of a wagon 16 
feet long and 7 
feet wide and 21^ 
feet deep, divided into two lengthwise 
compartments by a feeder, which in the 
middle is fittnd with a drum over an 
opening destined to drop the seed cane. 
At one end of the trough, or feeder, 
is a hopper for dropping fertlizer. 
The 
front of the wagon, near the ground, 
is provided with two plows so arranger 
as to dig the furrows for the cane, anc 
after the fertilizer and the seed cane 
have been dropped into the furrow the 
earth on both sides is nicely and evenly 
thrown back over the cane by a very 
ingenious arrangement fitted to the 
rear of the wagon. 
Two men to feed the cane into the 
“ feeder,” one driver and four males 
are all the manual labor and all the 
motive power needed. 
The wagon 
which Captain Aniello had originally 
made was 12 feet long and 6 feet wide. 
Acting under the suggestion of Ooione! 
Moore, he is building and has nearly 
completed a large wagon, which will do 
all the work expected of it and revolu­ 
tionize the system of cane planting. 
A number of wealthy planters who 
witnessed the first 
trial on Colonel 
Moore’s estate in Terrebonne parish 
have written to Captain Aniello and 
placed orders with him for from 4 to 25 
such wagons. The carrying capacity of 
the wagon will be two tons.

RACE UP A MOUNTAIN 


A KAM AKA R U N N E R D IS T A N C E D HALF 


A D O Z E N H O RSES. 


It W as a Terrific Tent of Endurance, 
a n d t h e S t u r d y S u b j e c t of K alakau a 
Won 
E n M i l y , Tlinuttti Two of t h e 
Horne* Dropped Dead. 


“Did any of you ever bear of a 35 
mile steeplechase for man and beast?” 
inquired one of the California men in 
a party of turf followers when stories 
I of queer bets aud loug shots were go- 
I lug around. 
“Well, there was an af­ 
fair of that kind down In the Ha wal­ 
la u bunch in the fall of 1883. when 
that genial chile coucarue proposition. 
Kalakaua, was king of the Islands. 
There were no telephones Joining the 
islands then, aud state messages and 
mandates were carried by the inter- 
islaud steamers aud delivered by Ka­ 
naka runners. 
These runners could 
gallop all day, like American Indians 
rn retreat or on the trail, ami they 
didn’t know what getting winded or 
tired mea ut. 
“ Kalakaua thought a good deal of 
these l imners of his. He always maiu 
tained that they could go faster and 
farther than horses over the rough 
Hawaiian country. In this he was dis 
pu ted by a uu rn ber of the white at 
taches of his court. 
Kalakaua wager 
cd $5,000 in gobs of $1,000 with live of 
them that lie would pick out a runner 
from among his Kanakas who’d get 
from Hilo to the top of the burning 
lake of Kilauea, a distance of 35 miles, 
quicker thau any horse and auy rider 
could do the trip. 
They snapped the 
king up at even money. 
It looked as 
if they had tile good end of it. 
The 
king and a big party from Honolulu 
sailed iu one of the Interisland steam­ 
ers to Hilo, on the inaiu island of Ha­ 
waii, to see the finish. 
"The king picked out a huge. lithe, 
sinewy Kanaka, a man about 30 years 
old, who bad ln?eu employed as a run 
lier on the island of Maul for a num­ 
ber of years, to try the trick for him. 
Eight 
Kanakas 
made 
the 
start 
a-horseback, on native ponies, bred 
away back from western cayuses— 
strong, sure footed, nippy tempered lit­ 
tle demons, thoroughly used to the bad 
roads aud the climbing. The king and 
his party had gone up to the Volcano 
House, at the top of Kilauea, in coach­ 
es the day bt‘fore to be ou hand to 
greet the winner. 
“Now, I understand that that road 
from Hilo up to the burning lake of 
Kilauea has been improved since the 
time I’m sh ak in g of, but it surely was 
a bad trail then. 
It was only wide 
enough for one wagon, and It was 
about a 45 degree affair In the climb 
all the way up. The palms that lined 
the road used to get blown across the 
trail by the score in big windstorms, 
and the coaGi drivers counted it a part 
of their business to jump from their 
seats every time they came to these 
obstructions and shoulder them out 
of the way. 
I ids work had all been 
attended to carefully* however, in ad­ 
vance of the race by order of Kala­ 
kaua, aud it loked like a pipe for the 
cayuses, all of which had made the 
run up many a time. 
“Kalakaua didn’t ask for any handi­ 
cap allowance for ids man. 
The run­ 
tier toed the scratch with the horses, 
aud they got off togetiier at the crack 
of the gun. 
The horses distanced the 
runner from the Jump, and he let them 
distance Ulm. 
He was dressed iu a 
G string, aud he Just took up a steady 
lope aud let the cayuses gi t out of his 
sight. 
For ten miles the cayuses were 
so far above bim on the trail that he 
couldn't even see them, but this Kana­ 
ka knew how to wait. The horses be­ 
gall to come back to the runner long 
before the Half Way House was reach­ 
ed, and the Kanaka was just galloping 
along at the beginning of the third 
bour with the same big stride he had 
started in with, his arms up and shoot­ 
ing out iii front of him like soldiers on 
the double time drill. There wasn’t a 
pant iii bim when he fetched up at the I 
Half Way House. He stooped down 
there to a spring beside the road aud 
took a couple mouthfuls of water. The 
cayuses were up ahead a bit, blowiug 
their heads off, for they had beeu go- 
iug at a clip that they bad uever been 
pushed to before. 
“The Kanaka headed the bunch a 
mile beyond the Half Way House, and 
it was a big romp for him tile rest of 
the distauce. 
He took a position for 
the remaining 17 miles of the journey I 
about a city block ahead of the writh- 
! lug aud panting horses, aud he just 
stuck to his lope like a man wound up. I 
He uever let ’em get nearer thau a , 
block to him for the remaining three 
hours of the trip, lookiug bac k ut them 
with a grin once iu awhile. When only 
three miles yet remained before the 
Volcano House was to be reached, the 
Kauaka took uuother drink out of a 
spring aud began to draw away. The 
Kauaka riders whipped aud spurred 
their horses, but It was no good. 
The 
Kanaka runuer disappeared out of 
their sight on the tortuous trail, and 
when six of the cayuses pulled up at 
the hotel veranda about three-quarters 
of an bour later the runuer was sitting 
on the steps, fanning himself aud 
drinking saki. Two of the horses had 
dropped dead in their final effort. 
“The Kanaka made the 35 mile trip 
over sticks aud stones on a miry road 


in (I hours aud lo minutes, and lie look 
od tit to run for his life when he got 
through. 
When I was reading about 
tile young fellow* who did the long 
distance running in 
tnose Olympian 
games in Greece some years ago, It 
struck me that auy one of Dave Kila 
Laua’s runners could have made the 
whole bunch look like alumiuiuui dol 
lars.“—Washington Host.

S M O K E L E S S POWDER IN WAR 


War l>«‘i>»i r I im* ii I to Test In ven tions 
D**nIh'i**i1 til I . o r n t e t h e I ’I a e Ii. 
An investigation is being conducted 
by officers of the war department at 
Washington with a view to the adop­ 
tion of Nome invention by which it is 
hoped to locste the Hash of smokeless 
powder in warfare. 
The department 
lias Im en informed that Professor Regi­ 
nald A. Fessenden of the Western Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania has invented a 
telescope which lessens the effect of 
smokeless powder by making it possible 
to locate the Hash when the gun ie dis­ 
charged. This is not the only invention 
now before the department. 
Several 
days ago Mr. Alexander Gniterinau 
wrote to the war department suggest­ 
ing the adoption of a specially con­ 
structed pair of spectacles, made of 
blue glass, by the use of which he 
thiuks the wearer will be able to locate 
the Hash of smokeless powder. 
It is a 
scientific fact that the Hash from light 
ed potash is much more perceptible 
when observed through blue glasses, 
aud Mr. Guiterm an’s letter was re­ 
ferred by Acting Secretary Meiklejohu 
to Coli uel Smart of the medical depart­ 
ment for investigation, says the New 
York Sun. 
Colonel Smart procured from tbs 
bureau of 
ordnance a quantity of 
smokeless powder taken from Manser 
cartridges and conducted the other day 
several exjieriments at the Army Med­ 
ical museum to determine the value of 
the blue glass idea. 
The investigation 
led to several important discoveries, 
which it is believed will lie of value in 
the perfecting of an invention to lie 
used iu locating the powder Hash. The 
principle of the discovery is that ii is 
necessary to darken the reflection from 
the field itself to detect the faint light 
Hash. 
The experiments with blue and 
colored glass proved very satisfactory in 
producing a dark field, but Colonel 
Smart was unable to procure the prop 
er material for a complete test. 
He 
believes, howsver, that, with the prop­ 
er kinds of glass used iu connection 
with good field glasses, a dark light 
will enter the field glasses and enable 
the observer to detect the Hash of white 
light in the foreground. 
It is propoeed 
to continue the experiments uutil an 
Invention is perfected, which it is 
hoped by the war department will en­ 
able officers in the field to detect the 
flash from the enemy 's guns.

The remarkable growth in tin- expor­ 
tation of manufactures ban led to the 
preparation by the treasury bureau of 
statistics of a series of tables showing 
the value of each class of manufactures 
exported in each year during the decade 
and the amount of each class sent to 
each conn try. By this process it is prac­ 
ticable to determine the trend of our 
foreign trade in manufactures, both as 
to the class of manufactures most de­ 
manded abroad and the countries which 
are proving our best customers. 
That this subject is one which justi­ 
fies a careful study is apparent in view 
of the fact that the exportation of man­ 
ufactures has more than doubled in the 
last six years, more than trebled since 
1880. more than quadrupled since 1870. 
is more than eight times as large as it 
was in 1800, and in 1898 and 1899, for 
the first tim e in cor history, exceeded 
the importation of manufactures. 
The 
exportation of manufactures in the tis 
cal year abont to end will average more 
than $1,000,000 a day for each business 
day of the year. 
A study of the figures which cover 
the details of the ten years’ exportation 
of manufactures shows that the total 
value of our manufactures exported has 
increased 110 per cent in the decade, 
while an examination of the exporta­ 
tion of manufactures by other countries 
fails to show any considerable percent­ 
age of increase in any of them during 
the same period. 
Great Britain’s ex ­ 
ports of manufactures show no increase 
since 1890, the earliest year at which a 
separate statement of manufactures ex­ 
ported is attainable, while her total ex­ 
ports of domestic products (of which 
manufactures form abont 86 per cent) 
show no increase iii value in the dec­ 
ade of 1888-97. 
From France the ex­ 
ports of manufactures show an increase 
of but IO per cent fn the decade 1887- 
96; Germany, 18 per cent; Switzer­ 
land, 6 per c e n t; Netherlands, 8 p^r 
cent, and Austria-Hungary and Russia 
a loss, while, as above indicated, the 
exports of American manufactures in 
the decade 1889 96 shows an increase of 
HO per cent, and in the year 1899 will 
be about three times that of 1879. 
Au examination of the details of our 
own exports of 
man u fact ores shows 
that it is in the production, m anufac­ 
ture and exportation of metals that we 
seem to excel. In IHM9 manufactures of 
metals formed less than 20 per cent of 
our total exports of manufactures, while 
in 1898 they formed over 44 per ceut. 
The increase iii exportation of metals 
and manufactures thereof iii the decade 
1889-98 whs 889 per cent, while the iii 
crease iii the exportation of all tnanu* 
fu tu r e s in that time was hut 110 lier 
cent, and the increase in exportation of 
manufactures other than those of metals 
during that time was but 55 per cent. 
In this estimate of the exportation of 
manufactures of metals only those arti­ 
cles composed exclusively of metals are 
included, those made up iu part of 
metals, such as railway curs, agricnl 
tural machinery, etc., being included 
among the other manufactures. 
The rapid increase in the exportation 
of manufactures of metals is shown by 
the fact that the exports of brass and 
manufactures thereof in 1889 were but 
$821,187 and in 1*98 $1,820,093. 
In 
strumenta for 
scientific p u r in e s in­ 
creased from $ 1,033,888 to #8,770.808, 
and in the year about to end will reach 
nearly 
$4.OOO,OOO, 
cycles, of which 
there were no exportations in 1889, 
amounted to $6,846,529 in the exporta 
tions of 1898; clocks and watches in­ 
creased from $1,85*5,319 in 1889 to $1, 
727.489 in 1898; sine and manufactures 
thereof from $*38,684 
to $1,889,008. 
copper and its manufactures from $2. 
348.954 to $32,180,873, and'iron and 
steel from $21,156,077 in 1889 to $70,« 
406.885 in 1898, while in the f is c a l y e a r 
1899 t h e t o t a l w ill e x c e e d $90,OOO,OOO. 
Another interesting fact developed by 
an examination of the figures is that 
the European countries in which manu­ 
factures have long bean established tar­ 
nish as satisfactory a market for our I cann 
manufactured good# as do tile countries 
where manufacturing has not yet been 
largely developed. In reapers aud mow 
ere, chicks aud watches, sewing ma 
chines, bicycles aud the various manu­ 
factures of irou and steel and many oth­ 
er articles of tile higher grades of man­ 
ufacture, the 
European countries in 
which manufacturing plants and ma­ 
chinery and skilled workmen abound 
furnish a market for a large share of

Anderson, commanding the First 
division of the Eighth army corps in 
tt» first battle with the insurgents in 
the Philippines, was made public by 
the war department at W ashington the 
ether day 
It is dated Feb. 18 and re­ 
lates mainly to the operations of Feb. 
5. The report is in part as follows: 
A line of delimitation 
had 
been 
agreed on between the department com­ 
mander and 
the insurgent 
Filipino 
authorities 
Finding that we did not 
hold our line of delimitation, the Fili­ 
pino military forces advanced beyond 
this line and began to throw up a for­ 
midable line of intrenchments. 
They 
aln constructed other intrenchments. 
As the insurgents saw their formidable 
work- approaching completion 
they 
became more insolent day by day, and 
finally did everything they could in 
insolence and insults to provoke us to 
begin,the conflict 
As they were per­ 
mitted to go and come through our 
line* at will they 
knew just what 
troops we had, where they were located 
and that we were making no visible 
preparations for defense. 
It seems 
proper to make these statements in o r­ 
der to justify 
the assertion that no 
troops ever behaved better under in 
tense provocation, showing excellent 
discipline and self control. 
The First brigade of this division 
was under Brigadier General Charles 
King.

The only preparations which could be 
made for battle, iii view of orders to 
stand on the defensive, were the assign­ 
ment of the different organizations to 
places on the firing line and the selec­ 
tion of positions for the artillery.

Dr. Oscar Loew, one of the expert 
vegetable pathologists of the agricul­ 
tural departm ent at Washington, has 
developed to what he believes is a point 
of practical use, a new treatm ent for 
germ diseases, which promises to super­ 
sede the serum treatment now in use 
in diphtheria, fevers and many other 
diseases. 
The experiments have been 
conducted in the laboratories of Munich 
and the 
United States. 
The results 
have been such as to w arrant introdnc- ■ 
ing the treatm ent into actual hospital 
practice. 
The treatment is similar in some re­ 
spects to the serum treatment, but de­ 
pends on a different principle, the basic 
idea being the presence of a class of 
ferments known as enzymes, which are j 
produced 
by the same bacteria that 
produce the disease. 
The bacteria in 
this case, it is stated, are simply killed 
out by the ferment they produce. This

Until recently the California people 
did not know how to cure lemons. I lie 
fruit was never tart enough. 
I here 
would be plenty of juice, but it con­ 
tained a high percentage of sugar and 
a small percentage of 
acid. which 
made it unmarketable. 
But a lew 
years ago the lemon growers clubbed 
together and sent experts over to Italy 
and Spain to learn the business, and 
now they are producing much better 
results. They pick the fruit before it 
begins to turn yellow and put it in a 
curing house,where it is kept at an 
even temperature of about 50 degrees 
for about 2 0 days, which “sweats out 
all the sugar. It is then removed to 
another temperature for OO days more 
before 
it 
is 
ready for the market. 
Thus tho highest degree of acid and 
the largest degree of juice can be ob­ 
tained. One of the curious effects of 
this “sweating” process is to reduce 
the thickness of the skin. It originally 
grows thick aud tough, but the acid 
seems to eat it up.—Chicago Record.
